Aud wlieieas nnmteis of those person'^, oi of then descend'ints, abusing 
the protection which had been afforded to them in the Biitish tenitoiies^ ha¥e 
excited distnibances and even levied war in the country of AiaLan agunst the 
Government of Ava.W of which State Aialnn is now a dependency, and have 
conducted themselves m a manner manifestly tending to distnib the relations
